“The | Business of Farming 


The approach of spring, with the 
renewal of Nature’s activities after the 
long rest of winter, inevitably leads 
also to a renewal of man’s activities, 
especially in the lines of productive 
effort. In some countries climatic 
conditions permit of year-round agri- 
cultural work with a rotation of crops, 
and such ‘climates also make possible 
the carrying on of out-of-door work 
of all kinds. This, however, is not 
true of Western Canada, where the 
major activities of both Nature and 
man are sharply divided by the sea- 
sons—a long period of rest and re- 
cuperation during the winter, and a 
time of activity during the late spring, 
summer and early fall months far 
surpassing that known in morc south- 
erly climes. 

And what is true on the farm is 
true in the cities and towns of the 
West. In other provinces and coun- 
tries industrial activity is maintained 
throughout the winter in factories and 
shops, but in the tess industrially org- 
anized West hundreds of workmen 
who are busily engaged in the sum- 
mer are largely idle throughout the 
winter. The carrying on of building 
operations, road and railway con- 
struction, and out-of-door work of all 
kinds is largely at a standstill for five 
months of the year, 

These are fixed conditions well 
known to everybody, but pcople are 
frequently inclined to overlook their 
significance in the organization 
their business activities, and in deals 
ing with economic problems confront- 
ing them. These conditions have a 
direct bearing on both farm and city 
labor, on wage demands by the wor- 
kers, on the purchase and transporta- 
tion of all kinds of material, If the

must, of necessity, earn sufficient to 
carry him through his winter months 
of idleness, or find other employment 
at a time when work is difficult to 
sectire, The city worker engaged in 
the building trades must carn and lay 
by during the months of building ac- 
tivity a reserve fund to support him- 
self and family during the winter 
when he cannot secure work, or can 
only do so by moving elsewhere at 
great expense and inconvenience to 
himself and family. 

So, too, in the accumulation of sup- 
plies of materials of all kinds. These 
things, so essential to the doing of a 
maximum amount of work during the 
scasonable months, can only be as- 
sembled during the winter at a heavy 


;cost of interest on money thus in- 


vested, insurance, storage, and trans- 
portation charges paid out. Thé net 
result is, of course, that there is fre- 
quently a shortage of supplies in the 
months when they are wanted, and an 
ineyitable increase in the cost of work 
done owing to delays in securing re- 
quirements, and in the expense of 
handling rush orders. 

These are annually recurring diffi- 
culties against which the people of the 
West have to contend. They prob- 
ably affect the city employer and em- 
ployee more directly than they do the 
farmer, but they react upon him and 
serve to intensify his problem of how 
to increase production of foodstuffs,— 
for which the whole world is crying,— 
and yet do so at a cost which will 
yield him a fair margin of profit on 
his labor and outlay, and not result in 
actual loss, 

Western Canada farmers are al- 
ready preparing for active farm op- 
erations. A demand for farm help is 
————|reported by the Government employ- 
ment offices throughout the West. 


Most farmers are anxious to crop 
every possible acre of land. They 
want to increase production. But 


many of them are in a quandary. They 
are fearful whether the costs of labor, 
machinery, farm necessaries of all 
kinds, will not more than eat up any 
profits that may accrue to them from 
enlarged operations in the work of 
food production. 

A difficulty with which most farm- 
ers find themselves confronted is a 
lack of data upon which to arrive at 
any conclusion. Unlike the city busi- 
ness man, the average farmer does not 
keep books. He cannot tell from 
what phase of his farm operations in 
|past years he made money, or where 
he lost money. There are leaks in his 
business, just as there are in every 
business, but the city merchant has a 
means of finding them out and stop- 
‘ping them, while the average farmer 
\has provided himself with no means 
of locating them. 

About to start on a new year of 
activity, the farmer of Western Can- 
ada should realize that the day of 
guesswork in carrying on farm oper- 
ations is over, just as truly as it pass- 
ed long ago in connection with other 
businesses. The farmer must know 
what it- costs to raise a crop, and he 
must make his buying and selling a 
business proposition. He should start 
his 1920 operations with a clear de- 
termination to find out exactly where 
his business stands, if for no other 
ir | reasse than that he will thereby have 
f| something to guide him a year hence. 

Wise legislation may assist prosper- 
ity, but it is not possible to legislate 
prosperity, and the farmer should, so 
far as is humanly possible, place him- 
self in a position to know and size up 
his market, just as the merchant 
ite what his goods cost him and 
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the price at which he can afford to

Can Supplement 
Paper Pulp Shortage

current demand is in. excess 
offered supply, and prices, 
than ever before, are decidedly 
up-trend. Meanwhile the pa- 
per industry is undergoing a boom, an 
increase of as much as one hundred 
per cent. in the higher grades of pa- 
per manufacture in Canada being the 
attual experience of some Canadian 
juanufacturers, On the American 
continent the demand in these fines 
is not being met by the supply, a 

a great deal more business could 
done by the paper manufacturers if 
ihe raw material were forthcoming. 

Cotton rags are selling as high as 
fifteen cents a pound, and high qual- 
ity material from which paper can be 
made comparable with cotton rag con- 
tent paper should readily command as 
znuch as $300 per ton, The United 
States daily consumes over 1,000 tons 
of high grade papers. Canada manu- 
factures about 250,000 tons of high 
grade bleached. pulp, a large propor- 
tion of which is exported to the Unit- 
cd States. It takes somewhat over 
one and a half cords of pulpwood to 
make one ton of pulp, and the de- 
yoands on our forests consume some 
20,000 acres of pulp wood limits per 
year, in which connection it is inter- 
csting to note that it takes from fifty 
to one hundred years to grow a spruce 
tree suitable for pulp production, Tim- 
ber limits are rapidly ‘increasing in 
yalue, and with the rapid depletion of 
ihe forests lumbering operations must 
year go further back from 
transportation lines. 

This. situation is of direct intcrest 
io the ayestern farmer, because he is 
annually wasting about one miltion 
tons of raw material from which it 
has been proved that a paper pulp 
can be made convertible into a high 
gerade paper comparing well with the 
jinen rag product, for which price and 
demand are today higher than ever 
before. .The material referred to is 
flax straw, at the present time burned 
and wasted wherever flax is grown 
for linseed, the straw crop therefore 
representing a dead loss to the far- 
mer, In the1919 issue of the Month- 
ly Bulletin of Agricultural Statistics, 
published by the Dominion Govern- 
ment at Ottawa, we read: “Another 
question of direct economic interest is 
the possibility of utilizing the linsced 
straw in Western Canada, which so 
far has been found useless, and is 
mostly burned, Any use that could 
he established for this by-product, 
which wwould increase even to a small 
extent the total money yield of the

Taking first the available supply, we 
find that there has been in the past 
an enormous increase in flax acreage 
in the West. In 1870, the total Cana- 
dian crop was 118,044 bushels. In 
1903, this had increased to 884,000 
bushels, and this increase continued 
up to the enormous crop of 25,978,000 

ushels in 1912. ‘The fall in prices in 
he next few years was reflected in 

iminished production, but recovery 
has been rapid, and in 1918 a crop of 
5,776,000 bushels was harvested in the 
UVrairie Provinces, the estimated crop 
for 1919 being 7,117,000 bushels, of 
which Saskatchewan is credited with 
nearly 4,600,000 bushels. , 

Crops such as those of 1918 and 
1919 would cach yield over 1,000,000 
tons of straw, capable of producing 
over 100,000 tons of pulp. Canada 
today manufactures annually 250,000 
fons of high-grade pulp, practically all 
for export fo the U.S.A, 

Practically all of this flax is grown 
for linseed. It is well known that flax 
cultivation for this purpose is an en- 
tirely different farming proposition 
from growing flax for fibre. For fibre 
flax a special seed must be selected, 
and the crop is closely sown to en- 
courage long, slender growth of straw 
with small tops. Special cultivation, 
harvesting methods and subsequent 
treatment of the straw must be re- 
sorted to. 

The question of growing flax for 
fibre to replace the great shortage 
from which Europe is now suffering, 
though also a problem of the first im- 
portance to the Canadian West, is an 
entirely different problem from that 
now under consideration, viz., utiliz- 
ation of the present supply of straw 
for paper pulp. With linseed flax, 
Canadian common seed is used sparse- 
ly sown to-encourage plants to de- 
velop large tops; the flax is cut at a 
later stage of its growth, and thresh- 
ed for its seed). The resulting straw 
is too short, broken and brittle for 


erto been piled alongside the thresh- 
er and burnt, 

“It is this identical straw, just as it 
is today. piled fromg the thresher, 
which can be utilized by the process 
now described. Emphasis is here laid 
on the fact that no new methods of 
flax cultivation are involved. The 
straw of flax grown today from Can- 
adian seed, under Canadian climatic 
conditions is used, just as it is today 
accumulated by the Western farmer 
in the ordinary process of linseed flax 
cullivation, What is required is co- 
operative action. on the part of - the 
farmer to haul and deliver the straw 
to centrally located tow mills at reas- 
onable cost. 

A canvass of the principal flax- 
growing farmers will probably be un- 
dertaken next season, to determine 
the possibilities in this regard. Clear- 
ly, the supply of straw and its cos 
jare the basic factors which affect the 
whole commercial possibilities of the 
development.

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Liquor Question Debated 
_ In the British House

Lady Astor Makes a Strong Appeal 
-for Drastic Reform 


Lady Astor made her maiden 
speech in the British Parliament re- 
cently during the course of a debate 
on the subject of liquor. 

Sir John Reese, Unionist for East 
Nottingham, in a brilliant and witty 
speech, urged the removal of the ex- 
isting war restrictions on the liquor 
trade, 

“1 know that strong forces are ar- 
rayed against me,” he said; “and that 
there is a rod in pickle for me, but 
I shall be prepared to kiss the rod.” 

Lady Astor followed Sir John, and 
although at first she .was nervous, 
she was soon speaking with confi- 
dence and in a clear voice which rang 
through the house to the large and 
friendly audience. 

Lady Astor said control of the 
liquor traffic, for which she pleaded 
strongly, was in the interests of the 
children, 

“I am aware,” she said, “that this 
country does not desire prohibition; 
and I am not working for that. I am 
certain-that the country is ripe for 
drastic drink reforms, and I want to 
see that the drink submarine does 
not torpedo the prime minister and 
that he is master in his own house.” 
(Cheers and laughter greeted this} 
sally.) H 

Vigorously attacking Reese and his 
supporters, and. accusing them of 


iconstantly kicking during the past} 


years against the drink control board, 
she exclaimed amid cheers. “What 
did they do during the great war? 
Had they not a pretty record?” 

Lady Astor concluded with a fer- 
vent appeal for reform, saying: 
“Drink promises everything, but gives 
nothing, and I beg the house not to 
look upon me as cither a crank or a 
lunatic, because I am only trying to 
speak for thousands of women and 
children who cannot speak for them- 
selves,” 

She was warmly cheered upon re- 
suming her . seat. The members 
crowded around and congrattlated 
her. 

The Reese motion was talked out. 

In the course of the subsequent de- 
bate Lady Astor was warmly compli- 
mented by both Sir Donald Maclean 
and the Right Hon. Herbert A. 
Fisher, of the war ministry, for her 
courageous and brilliant speech, 

Mr. Fisher, on behalf of the gov- 
ernment, explained the impossibility 
of returning to conditions before the 
war, and said that the only alterna- 
tive was a new bill which must be 
carefully considered by the house.

Number of Prosecutions for Speeding 
Is Steadily on the Decline 


The number of casualties in the 
United States caused by the automo- 
bile reveal no signs of abatement. The 
lat@st list shows that in New York in 
one yedr 1,200 deaths occurred, while 
in the Union as a whole 14,000 men, 
women and children were permanent- 
ly crippled. The number of prosecu- 
tions for speeding is steadily on the 
decline. Most of the accidents occur 
at street and railroad crossings, and 
it is estimated that 45 per cent. of the 
collisions arise from racing. Munici- 
palities have now larger powers for 
regulating street traffic, and in one 
city, not stated, the. men on point 
duty at dangerous curves have failed 
so far to diminish the number of 
“cases.” It would appear that in some 
states women chauffeurs are more re-

Great Britain 
Bears Burden Of 
War-Weary World 


Nowhere, we believe, and least of 
all in Canada, is there any desire to 
minimize the effective part played by 
the United States in the Great War. 


It is recognized and universally ac- 
knowledged that the entry of the 
great republic intp the war on the 
side of the allies had a tremendous 
moral effect—it disheartened Germany 
and forced conviction on the German 
army, government and people that in 
the end they must acknowledge de- 
feat, and to that extent helped to has- 
ten the German surrender. On the 
other hand, it put new life and energy 
into the war-weary and war-burdened 
peoples of Europe, and more partica- 
larly of France and Italy. It is recog- 
nized, too, and cheerfully ar 
ledged, that the throwing of the enor: | 
mous financial and material resources | 
of the United States into the struggle | 
was a potent factor, while the Ameri- 
can army did excellent: work after it 
got to France. 

The United States alone did not win 
the war, but it certainly assisted 
greatly toWards achieving victory and 
most assuredly helped to shorten the 
terrible struggle. A report issued by 
the French Government is, however, 
most interesting and illuminative as 
revealing how helpless the United 
States army would have been in the 
closing days of the war in 1918 had it 
depended solely on its own govern- 
ment for supplies and equipment. 

The items of the report show that 
there were handed over by the French 
Government to Pershing 57,000 ma- 
chine guns, 222,500 rifles, 807,000 pro- 
tection equipments, 2,800 revolvers, 
3,800 airplanes, 3,834 cannon of all cal- 
ibres, 240 tanks, 206,450,000 cartridges, 
10,000,000 high explosive shells, 948,- 
000 gas shells, 150 tons of gas, 136,881 
horses, 15,000 officers in France and 
500 in America, 17 camps, 6 artillery 
camps, 43 barracks, over 2,000. square 
miles of cantonments, 30,000 hospital 
beds, 100,000 rooms for sick soldiers, 
and 300 trains per day. Counting in 
all the supplies, along with enormous 
quantities of food, wood, and gasoline 
from French stocks, the report com- 
putes that French aid to the United 
States represented a saving of 33,381,- 
507 maritime tons, French ‘computa- 
tion, of the percentage of French ma- 
terial used by the American expedi- 
tionary force, in Comparison with to- 
tals of 100 per cent. for light and 
heavy artillery and tanks, 98 per. cent. 
for airplanes, 57 per cent. for naval

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Appalling Conditions 
In Russia 


Three Thousand Deaths Are Being 
Reported Every Day 

Reports of serious living conditions 
at Petrograd have been received by 
Professor Hermann Zeidler of Viborg, 
showing that typhus, cholera and in- 
fluenza are taking a heavy toll of the 
depleted population. Professor Zeid- 
ler will have charge of the Russian 
Red Cross relief work at Petrograd 
when Russia is opened again to the 
outside world. 

The report states that up to. Jan- 
uary 15, deaths in Petrograd were 
reaching 3,000 a day. The ‘coffin fac- 
tories turn out only 1,000 coffins daily 
"md most of the bodies were being 
carried into the country on sleds and: 
left in the snow. Many bodies were 
being dropped through the ice in the 
river Neva, Funerals were prohibit- 
ed owing to the scarcity of horses 
and the depressing ‘effect of funeral 
processions on the. people. 

“Living conditions were intoler- 
able,” said Professor Zeidler. “It 
costs thirty thousand Lenine roubles 
a day for food alone.” 


British Summer Time Act 

London, England.—-It is the pur- 
pose of the Government to introduce 
legislation to make permanent the 
Summer Time Act, under which 
clocks are set forward one hour, ac- 
cording to.a statement made in the 
House of Commons by Edward 
Shortt, Minister for Home Affairs, 
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fired by American guunets from the 
75's and-455’s, every shell came ott of 
French factories, 

Turning to. the financial side of the 
account, it is to be noted that some 
United States papers are making a 
great howdy-do over the fact that the 
United States during the past five 
years loaned $9,450,000,000 to the 
allies. This is being hailed by them 
as an unparalleled feat in finance, and 
they make the claim ‘that it estab- 
lishes the United States as the 
world’s greatest creditor nation. 

No one will question that such 
loans constitute a remarkable achieve- 
ment even for a nition of oyer one 
hundted millions of people. But 
great as it is, it is out-distanced by 
Great Britain’s record. Sturdy John 
Bull got into the fighting right at the 
outset, wholly unprepared as he was 
for the enterprise upon which he em- 
barked. For a non-military old gen- 
tlemen he put armics of millions of 
men in the field; carried on the war 
in all parts of the world, kept the 
seas of the globe clear of the enemy, 
supplied his allies with foodstuffs, mu- 
nitions and money, and kept this up 
for years before the United States ° 
entered the war, and while the latter 
country was accumulating vasa 
serves of wealth at the expense of The 
fighting nations, Great Britain, with 
a population of approximately 45,000,- 
000 people, was thus impoverishing 
herself while the United States, with 
its more than 100,000,000 people, was 
waxing rich and prosperous, 

Great Britain became a heavy bor- 
rower in the United States, to the ex- 
tent of something like $4,250,000,000. 
But Great Britain, while borrowing 
from the States, loaned $8,700,000,000, 
or more than twice the total of her 
borrowings, to her other allies. In 
other words, with less than half the 
population, Great Britain loaned al- 
most as much to her allies as did the 
United States. Long before the allies . 
have liquidated their indebtedness to 
him, John Bull will have paid off ev- 
ery cent he owes the United States. 

The truth is, as one Ontario paper 
puts it, that John Bull is a sturdy 
Atlas bearing the burdens of a war- 
wearied and war-wrecked world. He 
fought with his back to the wall for 
years, putting every ounce of e¢, 
into the struggle, and now, whefl it 
is all over, he is feeding half of Eu- 
rope from his own meagre stores and 
policing half of the rest of the world, 
He is a weary Titan, but he is no 
quitter.—Regina Leader. f

Fifteen copies of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles, one for each of the allies and 
associated nations that affixed signa- 
tures to the ratification of the docu- 
ment, have been distributed in hand- 
some bindings by the supreme coun- 
cil of the League of Nations, On the 
binding of each copy, excepting only 
that of Germany, is a device or coat 
of arms, The binding of the German 
copy is solid black, without a mark of 
any kind to relieve its appearance of 
gloom, The most ornate of the vol- 
umes is that of Italy. The device on 
that of Czecho-Slovakia, the infant 
among nations, consists of three plain 
leiters and is the simplest of any vol- 
ume, with the exception of Germany’s.
